INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 



Sir: 



This invention relates to a light emitting device consisting of one or more light sources 
coupled to a light guide containing diffuser particles having a refractive index close to the refractive 
index of the core of the light guide. The diffuser particles cause a scattering of the light emitted 
from the light sources so that light emitted from the light emitting device has colour variation 
imperceptible to the human eye and small and gradual variations in intensity.
